U.S. Am bassador To Cyprus Slain

am bassador 
to 
Cyprus, Rodger P. Davies, was shot to 
death today when a mob of Greek 
Cypriots attacked the U.S. Em bassy in 
Nicosia to protest American policy in 
the Cyprus crisis. 
Cypriot President Glafcos derides 
announced Davies’ death over Cyprus 
Radio after visiting the embassy. “ I 
denounce this terrible crime against 
Cyprus in the strongest terms and 
express my deepest sorrow and 
sympathy,” he said. 
Witnesses said at least some of the 
shots were fired by men known to be 
members of EOKA-B, the pro-Greek 
underground guerrilla group that 
helped overthrow Cypriot President 
Makarios last month. 
A Cypriot woman employe at the 


embassy was killed and two others 
working at the embassy were wounded 
in the attack 
Davies, 53, a veteran diplomat, had 
been deputy assistant secretary for 
Near East and Southeast Asian affairs 
before being assigned to Cyprus on 
July IO, five days before Makarios was 
overthrown. 
Idle riot began with an anti American 
demonstration, as more than 12,000 
Greek Cypriots marched on the em­ 
bassy with banners. 
“Kissinger is a murderer,” “ Shame 
to the Americans,” 
“America will 
pay,” the banners read. The crowd 
chanted similar slogans, furious over 
the Turkish arm y’s unanswered 
assault on Cyprus and convinced that 
the 
United 
States 
had 
supported 
Turkey in last week’s war. 


The ambassador’s car, standing on 
the street outside the embassy, was set 
ablaze and burst like a bomb when the 
flames reached its gas tank. 
A cluster of young men then stormed 
the black iron gates of the embassy 
and ripped them open, five yards from 
the entrance of the building. The am­ 
bassador’s residence is a penthouse on 
the roof. 
Bursts of gunfire flared as the 
demonstrators ran to the building. 
U.S. Marine guards tried to drive 
back the mob with tear gas, and many 
fled. 
U.N. troops in armored cars raced to 
the scene after the car exploded but 
they drove off im m ediately, ap­ 
parently deciding that the demon­ 
stration was not U.N. business. 
Turkish forces on Cyprus made a 


new advance south of Nicosia over the 
weekend, cutting one of the two major 
roads between the capital and the 
south coast and advancing toward the 
second highway. But a United Nations 
spokesman said there were no reports 
of fighting during the night. 
In Washington, Secretary of Defense 
Jam es R. Schlesinger said Turkey 
“ has gone beyond what any of its 
friends or sympathizers are prepared 
to accept." Speaking on the CBS-TV 
program “ Face the Nation," he said 
the United States would reexamine its 
position in the Cyprus crisis in view of 
the “ unexpected” Turkish military 
advances. 
Thousands of Americans of Greek 
descent demonstrated peacefully on 
Sunday, marching around the White 
House for four hours to protest U. S. 


policies on Cyprus. President Ford, 
who was playing golf at the time, did 
not see the protest. 


Moving south from the Lefka- 
Nicosia-Famagusta line the Turks 
established across northern Cyprus 
last week, Turkish troops seized Pyroi, 
a Greek Cypriot village IO miles south 
of Nicosia on the highway from the 
capital to I^irnaca, on the southeast 
coast. 


From Pyroi, the Turkish tanks and 
infantry moved west toward the high­ 
way to Limassol, on the south coast. 
An earlier report that the Umassol 
road was cut proved incorrect, but 
during the night more Turkish tanks 
and arm ored personnel carriers 
crossed the I camaca road and headed 
southwest. 


Hie Turkish forces appeared to be 
heading both for the large Turkish 
town of l/mroujina, four miles away, 
and the large Greek Cypriot town of 
Dahali, four miles northwest of I/>u- 
roujina and only a mile from the 
N icosia-Lim assol highway. If the 
Turks cut that highway, the capital’s 
only access to the rest of the island 
would be by a smgle-lane dirt road 
leading south over the Troodos moun­ 
tains. 


Reports that the Turks were en­ 
circling Nicosia touched off a second 
panicky flight from the city on Sunday 
by the Greek Cypriots. But after the 
government repeatedly broadcast de­ 
nials and a late-night appeal by 
President Glafcos Gerides, the people 
began to return again today.

DAYTON, Ohio (AP) - The Dayton 
Journal Herald reported today that 
state Auditor Joseph Ferguson has 
ignored a scandal in the Ohio Bureau 
of Vocational Rehabilitation involving 
unaccounted thousands of dollars in 
taxpayers’ money. 


Although a confidential audit has 
documented 
a 
number 
of 
irregu larities, Ferguson has done 
nothing about alleged kickbacks, fraud 
and embezzlement for more than two 
years, the 
newspaper 
said 
in 
a 
copyrighted story. 
The bureau operates a federal-state 
funded program of vocational training, 
primarily for the state’s mentally and 
physically handicapped. 
The Journal Herald story was based 
on interviews with two employes of the 
bureau who said the scandal was 
centered at the Youngstown operations 
of the BYK 
The newspaper said the internal 
audit 
was 
ordered 
by 
the 
Rehabilitation Services Commission, 
parent agency of the BVR, after the 
state auditor’s office issued no findings 
for recovery in the Youngstown oper­ 
ation. 
The Ohio attorney general’s office 
has sent evidence produced by the 
audit 
to 
the 
Mahoning 
County 
prosecutor, who the newspaper said is

paid varying sums per student on an 
80-20 federal-state matching basis to 
rehabilitate the jobless. 
Gifton W. Anderson Jr., former 
supervisor of one of the Youngstown 


BVR offices, says he told John A. 
Blum, director of the auditor’s Bureau 
of Inspection and Supervision of Public 
Offices, in August 1972, that: 
—BVR employes were charging 
vendors illegal fees in return for 
sending students to their facilities. 
—These vendors were to 4'keep the 
BVR counselors happy” by con­ 
tributing to an annual Christmas party 
fund. 
—Records of Goodwill Industries in 
Youngstown, a vendor, had been 
falsified by BVR employes to get 
public funds to buy furniture for their 
own BVR office. 
The newspaper said Blum denied he 


received all the allegations. 
It reported Blum said he was told 
only about the falsified records and a 
$300 cash transaction with an out-of- 
state vendor, who was outside his in­ 
vestigative jurisdiction. 


However, the newspaper said the 
confidential internal audit, of which it 
obtained a copy, reported several 
cases of BVR employes accepting 
money from vendors for performing 
duties for which they are paid by the 
state, and disclosed existance of an 
4 unauthorized” bank account in which 
two BVR officials deposited checks 
made out to the bureau.

CHICAGO (AP) — President Ford 
today named his “ personal friend and 
form er congressional colleague” 
Richard I. Roudebush of Indiana to be 
the new administrator of Veterans 
Affairs. 
Ford promised to see that veterans 
are “ not just a digit in a computer 
system that sometimes goofs.” 
He warned, however, that with 
America “ fighting for its economic 
life,” he would not hesitate to veto any 
bill, including the pending veterans 
education bill to control “ inflationary 
excesses.” 
“ I am open to conciliation and 
compromise on the total 
amount 
authorized so that we can protect 
veteran trainees against the rising cost 
of living,” the President said. 
Ford, making the first trip in his new 
presidency, came to Chicago to ad­ 
dress the 75th annual convention of the 
Veterans of Foreign Wars. 
Ford, who served in the Navy in 
World War ll, pledged to work for 
more jobs for veterans, better hospital 
facilities and a humanized and better- 
run VA administration. 
Ford reiterated his commitment to a 
strong national defense, warning that 
he would “ offer no temptations” to po­ 
tential adversaries who watch U.S. 
readiness. 
He pledged that 44just as America 
will maintain its nuclear deterrent 
strength,” we will never fall behind in 
negotiations to control and hopeful)' 
reduce this threat to mankind.” 
Noting that “ peace and security 
require preparedness and dedication," 
Ford added, “ good will must never be 
misconstrued as a lack of will.”

CHICAGO (AP) — President Ford 
has narrowed the field of potential vice 
presidental nominees to about a half- 
dozen and probably will announce his 
selection Tuesday, his aides 
said 
today. 
President 
counselor 
Robert 
Hartmann told reporters aboard 
Ford’s plane en route to Chicago, “ I 
think he’s narrowed it down to maybe 
six.” 
Hartmann gave no names. But, he 
said, the nominee will be a Republican 
and the current possibilities are “ not 
all in any one class," such as senators, 
congressmen or governors. 
WTnte House Press Secretary Jerald 
F. terHorst also said Ford had not 
made a final decision but 
would 
“ spend 
a 
lot 
of 
tim e" 
on 
his 
deliberations today after returning 
from Giicago for an address to the 
Veterans of Foreign Wars. 
As speculation continued about 
Ford’s choice, there were indications 
he may select someone other than the 
two men most frequently mentioned as 
front-runners — Nelson A. Rockefeller 
and George Bush. 
Ford said on Sunday he expects to 


decide on his vice presidential choice 
by Tuesday. Congressional con­ 
firmation hearings on the nominee 
won’t start before mid-September. 


Rockefeller is the only possibility 
Ford has mentioned publicly. 
He did so in a statement Saturday 
afternoon amid a flurry of speculation 
surrounding what the White House 
said was an effort by “ right-wing ex­ 
trem ists” to smear the tonner New 
York governor and destroy his 
chances. 
“ President Ford has advised me 
that tonner governor Rockefeller has 
been and remains under consideration 
for the vice presidential nomination," 
press secretary Jerald F. terHorst told 
reporters. 
However, 
two 
knowledgeable 
Capitol Hill Republican sources told 
ITie Associated Press that chances 
were growing that neither Rockefeller 
nor Bush, the Republican National 
Chairman and top choice of many GOP 
conservatives, would be picked. 


The sources said those in contention 
include NATO Ambassador Donald 
Rumsfeld, a Fod intimate who has 


been working on the transition from 
the Nixon administration; Gov. Daniel 
J. Evans of Washington, a moderate 
without 
any 
connection 
with 
Watergate and any other Nixon ad­ 
ministration controversies; and three 
Republican Senators, 
Lowell 
P. 
Weicker Jr . of Connecticut, and 
Howard IL Baker Jr. and Bill Brock of 
Tennessee. 
Both Weicker and Baker served on 
the Senate W atergate com m ittee, 
where the Connecticut senator was the 
most outspoken Nixon critic. 
One source said background checks 
on Bush had turned up a potential 
problem. 
Newsweek magazine on Sunday said 
Bush has “ slipped badly because of 
alleged irregularities in the financing 
of his 1970 Senate race in Texas." 


The m agazine quoted unnamed 
White House sources as saying there 
was 
“ potential 
embarrassment 
in 
reports that the Nixon White House 
had funneled about $10,000 from a se­ 
cret fund into Bush’:; losing Senate 
campaign four years ago." 
Bush could not be reached im­ 


m ediately for comment. 
But in 
Houston, Tex., Bush’s 1970 state and 
county finance chairmen denied there 
had been any irregularities in his 
campaign. 


Presidential advisers were still 
saying over the weekend that Ford had 
given no indication of whom he favors. 
The personable, 50-year-old Bush is 
the clear favorite of many House 
members and party officials, including 
some conservatives who prefer Sen. 
Barry Gold water of Arizona and Gov. 
Ronald 
Reagan of California 
but 
realize neither is in serious contention. 


Several Ford advisers have been 
openly pushing for the 66-year-old 
Rockefeller, who resigned last year 
after 15 years as governor to prepare 
for a fourth presidential bid in 1976. 
They cite 
his 
long and varied 
background 
in national and state 
government, the geographical and 
ideological balance he would lend Ford 
and the fact that his selection over one 
of the 
younger contenders 
would 
enable Ford to prevent tapping a 
favorite for the 1980 GGP nomination 
in the first weeks of his president. 


for his regular morning meeting with 
Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger. 
The Ford family was being moved 
into the White House today, with the 
President already making plans to 
overcome loss of his 
back yard 
swimming pool at his Alexandria, Va., 
home. 


When neighbors came over to say 
goodby to the Fords on Sunday, they 
expressed worries about what Ford 
would do without a pool at the White 
House. 


“ I am worried, too,” Ford said as he 
grinned. 
But Ford told them he has ordered a 
stationary bicycle put in his upstairs 
study to get started on his daily 
exercise. 
He reported that swimming pool 
manufacturers say they are going to 
contribute a new outdoor pool on the 
South Ixiwn of the White House "but 
that would take four to six months.” 


Ford said, that in the meantime “ I 
could probably go to the University 
Gub, which isn’t too far away from the 
White House.” 


“ Here I swim 18 to 20 laps in the 
morning and 18 or 20 laps at night. I 
feel good w hen I get up and I sleep well 
when I go to bed.” 
Ford told his Alexandria neighbors, 
"We’ll miss you all,” but "w e’re 
coming back— probably in 2 4 years.” 
Moving day for a presidential family 
is a bit more relaxed than for the 
average family. 
Ford left it to his wife and staff, 
going off while they packed on Sunday 
to play golf for 4 4 hours at the Burning 
Tree course in suburban Maryland 
made 
fam ous 
by 
President 
Eisenhower. 
The President also telephoned his 
congratulations to one-time golf 
partner Dave Stockton after Stockton 
won the Sammy Davis Jr. Greater 
Hartford open golf tournament. 
Asked about her moving in plans, 
Mrs. Ford said with a laugh; “ I’m 
going to Giicago.” 
By the time they get back, the 
moving is expected to be done and 
they’ll spend their first night in the 
White House. 
For the time being, Susan, 17, will be 
the only one of the Ford children living 
at the White House, though she and her 
three brothers picked out third floor 
quarters for themselves. The three 
Ford sons are away at jobs and 
college.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Ifs not 
exactly common knowledge, but for 50 
cents and a license number you can 
learn the owner of any car in the state. 
The Ohio Bureau of Motor Vehicles 
also will provide you with a description 
of the vehicle. 
The bureau has to. It’s the law. 
“ Ifs been in the Ohio Revised Code 
for years,” said James A. Garry, 
assistant registrar, rather reluctantly. 
“ Frankly,” he said, “ if you write a 
story about it I’m afraid we’ll be 
swamped.” 
Few individuals request numbers, 
Garry said. 
“ Most of them come from insurance 
companies, political subdivisions and 
police in small towns that are not tied 


up with the IJSADS system,” he said. 
I .EADS is the national law en­ 
forcement computer network. 
Garry said it looks like an invasion of 
privacy on the face of it, but said there 
isn’t much privacy in an auto tag 
number when you take a closer look. 
Police generally can get a readout 
immediately, but in addition the list of 
Ohio tag numbers has been published 
in the motor vehicle directory. 
“ Most auto dealers had a copy of 
that,” said Carry. “ We quit publishing 
it this year. In the view of the con­ 
troversy about privacy we felt it was 
going too far.” 
Most persons who want a license 
number checked out usually have little 
trouble getting it without paying the 50 


cents, Garry said. 
Many 
have 
friends 
who 
are 
policemen or know somebody who can 
get it quickly. Police and political 
subdivisions are not charged for the 
service. 
4 We have a restricted number that 
police in small towns use to call us,” he 
said. “ We have to.” 
The 50-cent fee entitles the payer to 
get the name and address of the owner 
of the motor vehicle as well as a 
description of the car. 
It’s a service Garry hopes nobody 
wants.

Ford likes to say, “I’m a Ford, not a 
I jncoln."

Lyndon Johnson, who didn’t like 
him, dropped a White House rock on 
Ford’s skull one day when Ford was 
House Minority Leader and opposing a 
Johnson-sponsored bill. President LBJ 
said, “There’s nothing wrong with 
Jerry Ford except that he played 
football too long without his helm et.” 


Not long after that bon mot, which 
convulsed the Washington cocktail set, 
Ford was the Republican speaker at 
the annual Gridiron Dinner. He quoted 
IJiJ’s remark and said Johnson was 
wrong. 
“I always wore my helmet on any 
gridiron,” he said. Then he picked up 
his old Michigan head gear, which he 
had brought to the white-tie-and-tails- 
dinner, with great difficulty was able 
to get it down over his ears.

CLEVEIAND, Ohio (AP)— Half the 
purchase contracts made by the U.S. 
Department of Defense are delinquent 
in deliveries, and the situation is 
growing worse, a Midwest DOD ad­ 
ministrator says. 
Lead times, the time between order 
and delivery of products, have been 
growing so fast 
some 
purchasing 
agents fear they are out of control, 
sa y s Edward V. 
F rancis. 
Som e 
companies are said to be behind six to 
eight months. 
Francis is director for production in 
the Defense Contract Administration 
Service of the Defense Supply Agency, 
Cleveland region. His territory in­ 
cludes Ohio, Kentucky and part of 
Pennsylvania. 
“This problem with lead times came 
on so fast it seemed like almost an 
overnight transition from normal to 
extended delivery tim es,” he says. 
“We all told each other things were 
going to get better, but they didn’t. 
“Instead they got worse, and they 
are probably still getting worse,” he 
adds. 
Delinquencies were supposed to be 
held to six per cent of contracts, but 
last 
month 
the 
requirement 
was 
abolished “for the duration” of the 
delivery crisis, Francis says. 
A recent DOD pamphlet lists new 
extended lead tunes for more than IOO 
items but cautions that “any com- 
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pilation of lead-time data may be 
obsolete before it is printed.” 
Francis says Ohio figures greatly in 
DOD supply plans. 
“Northern Ohio is the real heartland 
of America when it comes to items like 
parts for vehicles and machinery," he 
says. "Southern Ohio is strong in 
electrical 
components 
and 
central 
Ohio in rubber.” 
The pamphlet says a shortage of 
steel has had the greatest unpact on 
industry, with shortages of aluminum, 
copper and titanium not far behind. It 
states long lead tim es also can be 
expected on castings and forgings, 
electronics, chemicals, bearings and 
rubber. 
Francis believes essentially three 
factors have combined to create the 
problem. 
One is the overheated economy that 
also may operate as much as an effect 
as a cause. 
A second is the growing impact and 
cost of state and federal pollution- 
control requirements. 
A third is the same problem with 
governmental safety requirements, he 
says.

My 16-year-old daughter and a group 
of her friends became involved with a 
meditation group. I honestly believe 
that she is quieter and more relaxed 
than she’s ever been. Do you have any 
faith in this? Are there any dangers in 
her continuing? 
Mrs. G.R.,Tex. 
Dear Mrs. R.: 
For centuries, various forms of yoga 
and quiescent contemplation have 
been practiced all over the world. 
Some members of today’s youth, 
caught in the trap of angry pressures, 
have sought to ease their anxiety by 
meditation. 
The initial skepticism has been 
modified by some of the research that 
has been done in reliable universities 
in America. 
Dr. David W. Doner, of the Boston 
Veterans Administration Hospital, 
studied the effect of transcendental 
meditation on oxygen consumption. He 
found that it was lower during periods 
of meditation, indicating general 
relaxation of body functioning. 
Dr. Doner feels that meditation 
“affects every organ system of the 
body and reduces the rate of 
physiological activity.” 
Under the supervision of people well 
trained in this technique, meditation 
may serve a valuable function in 
reducing tension and bringing inner 
peace to people in conflict. 


Dr. Doner and others in his field 
warn, however, that transcendental 
meditation should not be undertaken 
promiscuously without psychological 
recommendation. 


The legal age for buying alcohol has 
been reduced in our state. Can you tell 
me why there is such an urgency to do 
this?

Dear Mrs. B.: 
All kinds of arguments have been 
expounded for reducing the legal age 
for buying liquor from 21 to 18. 


Undoubtedly, there are some that 
are selfishly motivated. Others argue 
that young people will drink anyway 
and that legalizing the purchase may 
reduce 
the 
surreptitiousness 
associated with forbidden fruit. 


Unfortunate statistics are beginning 
to pour in from those states that have 
reduced the minimum drinking age. A 
research report by the Insurance 
Institute for Highway Safety points out 
that this policy has resulted in an in­ 
crease 
in 
fatal 
motor 
vehicle 
collisions. 
Perhaps the only way that these 
fatalities 
can 
be avoided 
is 
by 
stringent rules that forbid anyone who 
drinks from driving. An automobile in 
the hands of the young or the old who 
have been drinking is a lethal weapon.

Dear Mr. President: Thank you for 
the kind note. I appreciate it. Your 
pessim istic prophecy about the 
possible death of the Republican Party 
in November is, I feel, unwarranted. 
More and more Americans are cutting 
across party lines to vote for in­ 
dividuals. 
History, my dear sir, has made you 
the hope of 200 million Americans who, 
regardless of party affiliations, wish 
you well. Two years ago, none of us 
knew (excuse the pun) that we had a 
Ford in our future. Anyone who is not 
rn your comer at this moment doesn’t 
understand the situation. 
I would like to remind you of 
something 
pertinent 
that 
Sam 
Rayburn said to President Harry 
Truman the first morning of his 
Presidency: "Your biggest hazard is 
in this White House. Some of the people 
here are going to try to do to you what 
they have tried to do to every 
President since I’ve been here. 
“They are going to build a fence 
around you, and, in building that fence, 
they will be keeping the very people 
from seeing you that you should see.” 
Old Sam was a masterful politician. 
President Lyndon Johnson told me of 
the night he returned from Dallas. He 
sat in his den at IO p.m., his shaking 
hands curled around a bourbon and 
branch water. He looked up at an oil 
portrait of Rayburn and mumbled, “I 
wish to hell you were here.” 
The fence is important to bear in 
mind. Mr. Nixon is still behind the one 
he built. Whatever counsel you have 
been getting cannot be altogether 
honest or, several weeks ago, you 
would not have written to me: 
“Your financial position will be 
seriously 
eroded 
if 
Republican 
strength is reduced at all in the next 
election. You already know what in­ 
flation can do to this nation. And I am 
sure that you are concerned about the 
continued decline in the value of the 
dollar. Without a Republican majority 
in the Senate, we cannot bring about a 
turnabout, and this is no time to 
weaken our resolve.” 
I will assume that you didn’t write 
that letter. It bears your name, and the 
letterhead 
says: 
“ The 
Vice 
President,” but you must know that 
you cannot threaten citizens so that 
they will vote Republican. 
Tile party, momentarily, is shat­ 
tered. It cannot cultivate the en­ 
dorsement of the voters between now 
and November. The realistic outlook is 
that you will lose more seats in the 


Senate and quite a few in the House. 
That’s the normal swing of the 
political pendulum after a disaster. 
The letter said: “. . .A margin of 
70 Democrats to 30 Republicans 
would virtually mean the end of the 
two-party system.” TTie hell it would. 
In the Nixon Administration, the 
Democrats, in spite of a majority head 
count, gave up trying to override the 
President’s veto. 
Surely you haven’t forgotten all 
those Southern Democrats who voted 
the Republican Party line. If there is 
anything wrong with our two-party 
system, it’s that you can’t tell one from 
the other unless you first ascertain 
whether he is conservative or liberal. 
Strom Thurmond and Jacob Javits 
are Republicans. They vote as though 
they are politicial enemies. The 
Americans for Democratic Action rate 
Thurmond at “O” ; Javits, “80.” Could 
you, as a professed conservative, 
campaign for Javits? 
It’s a cockeyed system, but it works. 
Until three weeks ago, you kept telling 
us that Richard Nixon would be 
acquitted. Aren’t we overdue for blunt 
honesty? 
I 
have 
known 
three 
Presidents fairly intimately — at least 
to the point where I was invited to take 
up temporary residence in the White 
House — and all of them tried to con 
me. 
I don’t resent it. I expected that, no 
matter 
how 
buddy-buddy 
the 
President acted, whatever he confided 
in me was bound to be self-serving. 
Men are bom selfish. Hyprocisy is 
something which has to be learned. 
In 1968, Nixon said he was touched 
by the sight of a little girl holding a 
sign: “Please bring us together.” It 
sounded great in ’68. Today it elicits a 
doleful smile and a shaking of the 
head. 
Whatever you are underneath will 
soon emerge into sunlight. I think of 
you as a good stolid party wheelhorse. 
All I ask is that you start thinking of 
the welfare of all of us out here first. 
Let the GOP come in second. 
You even have our prayers for 
success.

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West Germany Has Low Inflation Rate

A p p le Production Declines Sligh tly 


BONN, Germany (A P) — West 
Germans have the lowest inflation rate 
of the major industrialized countries, 
but still they worry about it. 


Many of them remember 1923 when 
postwar inflation went haywire, with 
the mark plunging from four to the 
dollar to several trillion to the dollar in 
a matter of months. 


Workers were paid then by the day 
and they carted their money away in 
wheelbarrows, rushing to the butcher 
or the baker to unload it before the 
mark’s value fell in the next hour or so. 
That inflation was brought on by 
reparations payments to the World 
War I allies. 
Many 
more 
West 
Germans 
remember inflation after World War 
II, with black market barter and 
cigareties 
replacing 
Hitler’s 
now- 
worthless reichsmark. 
So when inflation began sweeping 
the world — helped on by Arab oil 
prices — the West Germans already 
were acting to keep it down. 
Declaring lower prices the priority 
goal, the government, then headed by 
Chancellor Willy Brandt, instituted in 
May 1972, Germany’s toughest anti­ 
inflation measures in years. It slapped 
temporary IO per cent tax surcharges 
on 800,000 Germans earning more than 
$9,200 a year and on 50,000 businesses. 
It taxed capital investments by ll per 
cent and lowered tax write-offs on 
housing, both measures designed to 
lower investments, thus taking money 
out of circulation. 
Other anti-inflation moves included 
cutting back government spending by 


$400 million and floating “ stability” 
loans to provide high interest rates and 
encourage investors to tie up money in 
savings. The Frankfurt Central Bank 
Clamr 1 rigorously high interest rates 
on c 
.t. 
The result was that this European 
economic giant so far has withstood 
better than any other Western country 
the inflationary' surge caused 
by 
massive oil and raw material price 
increases. 
Its 7.2 per cent annual increase in 
prices for the German consumer 
contrasts with 10.7 per cent in the 
United States, 10.9 in Canada, 8.5 in 
Sweden, 9.8 in Switzerland, 13.5 in 
France, 16 in Britain and 23.9 in Japan. 
The German rate went down even 
more in the spring. In a recent in­ 
terview, however. Chancellor Helmut 
Schmidt, who was finance minister be­ 
fore succeeding Brandt in May, said he 
expects higher rates this year but that 
the over-all 1974 level will be less than 
8 per cent, a record in postwar Ger­ 
many. In 1973 it was 6.9 per cent. 
The drive hasn’t been without its 
difficulties. The measures to cut back 
housing construction were so suc­ 
cessful that there were 37,400 con­ 
struction workers unemployed in June. 
Overall unemployment due to the anti- 
mflation moves and oil price increases 
more than doubled in a year from 
230,000 to 490,000, up from 1.2 per cent 
of the work force to 2.2 per cent. The 
important auto industry, including 
Volkswagen, the world’s third largest 
car manufacturer, has had to resort to 
short-time schedules and bonus in­ 
centives for workers to resign.

Friderichs’ latest estimate is that 
growth in the country’s gross national 
product — the total value of goods and 
services — will decline to 2 per cent 
this year from last year’s 5.3 per cent, 
mainly as a result of the oil crisis. 
And the German consumer, who 
recalls that a 3 per cent inflation rate 
helped topple the 
government 
of 
Chancellor ludwig Erhard just seven 
years ago, is reeling. 
A blue-collar worker here earns 
about $600 a month; his colleague in 
♦he white collar about $840. 
He pays $2.38 a pound for pot roast 
that cost $1.85 three years ago. A 
man’s suit that used to cost $84 now 
sells for $106, a man’s haircut is up 
from $1.56 to $2.08, and a gallon of 
regular gasoline now costs $1.29 in­ 
stead of 90 cents. 
Though high by German standards, 
the price increases still are close to 
half the average of the nine Common 
Market countries. How was it done? 
Friderichs, the Economics Minister, 
believes the deutschemark’s par­ 
ticipation in a joint float of West 
European currencies helped fight 
inflation by maintaining flexible ex­ 
change rates. 
But Schmidt, considered a leading 
anti-inflation apostle, attributes the 
comparatively low inflation rate to the 
domestic moves that helped fashion 
what he calls the “ hyper-solid” 
German economy. 
Unlike many other Western coun­ 


tries, Germany’s balance of payments 
is sound, which means that the total 
amount of money flowing into the 
country is more than the outflow. Al­ 
though the balance includes the 
movement of 
capital 
— German 
companies investing in other countries 
and vice verse — tourism, services and 
freight, international trade is the key. 
And Germany’s booming exports 
almost doubled the trade surplus from 
$5.1 billion in the first half of last year 
to about $10 billion in January-June, 
1974. 


Also, 
West Germany’s currency 
reserves stood at $37.2 billion on July 
31, more than any other industrial 
nation including the United States. 
This is a soft and plush cushion to 
absorb future economic shocks. 
In recent months, 
Schmidt has 
repeatedly said imposition of domestic 
measures similar to Bonn’s is the only 
way for embattled economies like 
Italy’s to fight 
their 
balance 
of 
payments difficulties. 
If the consumer is hurting, and 
unemployment on the rise, Schmidt’s 
government is waiting for further 
developments before major overhauls 
in its program, especially regarding 
high credit costs. It feels as do many 
other governments, the program has 
worked rather well. 
It contends that the woes of the auto 
and construction industries are due to 
structural difficulties within the in­ 
dustries, not to the government’s 
stabilization measures.

Soybean Production Drops 


WASHINGTON (AF) - A reduced 
1974 U.S. soybean crop will have a 
major effect on world supplies of 
vegetable oil and meal next year, but 
larger production of oilseeds and pro­ 
tein meal in some other countries will 
help offset the decline, an Agriculture 
Department expert said today. 
World output of oilseeds and meal is 
expected to total about 63.8 million 
metric tons for the 1974-75 year, which 
includes the U.S. soybean crop soon to 
be harvested. That would be down 
sharply from 66.2 million tons last 
season, which included the record 1973 
U.S. soybean harvest. 
Alan E. Holz, an analyst in the 
departm ent’s Foreign Agricultural 
Service, said the production decline 
will be mitigated to some extent by a 
larger U.S. soybean reserve this fall, 
meaning it will help serve as a buffer 
rn the year ahead. 
The department estimated a week 
ago that U.S. soybean production will 
be 
slightly more than 
1.3 billion 
bushels — 35.7 million metric tons — 
compared with a record 1973 crop of 
nearly 1.57 billion bushels or 42.6 
million tons. 
Holz noted that the U.S. soybean 
reserve now is about 160 million 


bushels, up sharply from 60 million 
carried over to the new crop year last 
Sept. I. Officials estimate, however, 
the stockpile will shrink to between 50 
million and IOO million bushels a year 
from now. 
Another factor, Holz said, has been 
poor weather in India where the 
peanut crop has been reduced sharply 
from last year’s harvest of 6 million 
tons to an estimated 5 million. 
“Elsewhere, however, the outlook is 
for further production improvement,” 
Holz 
said 
in 
a 
weekly 
foreign 
agriculture report. 
He said rising soybean production in 
Brazil, larger Peruvian fishm eal 
production, an 
increase in 
Soviet 
Union sunflower seed 
output 
and 
larger quantities of palm oil from 
Malaysia would help with 
overall 
world oil and meal requirements. 
Holz said soybean production in 
Brazil — lately second only to the 
United States as a producer-exporter 
— is continuing to grow and that the 
crop next year could climb to 8 million 
tons or 293.6 million bushels. Brazil's

Refined Foods Said 
Cause Of Diseases 


CHICAGO (AP) — Overly refined 
foods are responsible for diseases of 
Western 
civilization 
ranging 
from 
heart ailments to appendicitis and 
varicose veins, according to a study 
from South Africa. 


The research report, published in the 
Aug. 19 issue of the Journal of the 
Am erican 
M edical 
A ssociation, 
connects the increase in a number of 
diseases to removal of indigestible 
fibers from foods. 


The researchers 
also 
associated 
refined foods with diverticular disease 
of the colon, gallbladders, hernia of the 
gastrointestinal tract, hemorrhoids of 
the colon and rectum, and obesity. 


The authors are Drs. D.P. Burkitt 
and N.S. Painter of london and Dr.

In Africa, where coarsely processed 
grains still make up the basic diet, 
such disease conditions are either ex­ 
ceedingly rare or almost unknown, 
they said.

“ Many diseases common in and 
ch aracteristic of m odern w estern 
civilization have been shown to be 
related 
to

necessary for the passage of intestinal 
content through the alimentary tract, 
and to the bulk and consistency of 
stools,” the authors say. 
“These factors have in turn been 
shown to be greatly influenced by the 
fiber content of the diet and by the 
amount of cereal fiber in particular,” 
they add. 
Tile function of cereal fiber “has 
been alm ost com pletely ignored, 
probably because it contributes no 
calories 
and 
has 
sca rcely 
any 
nutritional value,” the researchers 
write, adding: 
“Cereal fiber is necessary not only 
for the bulk it provides, but also for its 
effect on the 
chemical 
and 
bac­ 
teriological processes that take place 
in the intestine.” 
Foods containing indigestible fibers 
produce more bulk and pass through 
the body more quickly than more 
refined foods. 
Their report said fibers also help 
clear the system of bile salts, which if 
they remain might lead to cancer of 
the colon and rectum. 
And they say fibers also help remove 
cholesterol from the system . When this 
fatty substance remains in the body it 
accumulates in the blood vessels and 
contributes to coronary artery disease.

The stunned people were to face 
more hours of torment as earth shocks 
continued to roll through the earth 
while a predawn thunderstorm flashed 
and reverberated across the sky.

MI6 Rifle Manufactured

Opens Today 


BUCHAREST, Romania (AP) 
'The largest conference ever to con­ 
sider 
ways 
of 
coping 
with 
the 
population explosion opens here today 
with 3,200 delegates from 130 nations. 


Also on hand are about 1,500 ob­ 
servers and 1,000 journalists. 


U N . 
Secretary-General 
Kurt 
Waldheim and Romanian President 
Nicolae Ceausescu were scheduled to 
address the opening session. 


The 10-day World Population Con­ 
ference-sponsored by the 
United 
Nations and the biggest international 
meeting ever held behind the Iron 
Curtain-will consider topics related 
to the world population, now ap­ 
proaching 4 billion. 


No unified global program is ex­ 
pected from the meeting, but officials 
are hopeful that the discussions will 
spur action by governments around 
the world. 


The discussions are divided into 
three 
main 
problem 
areas 
— 
population and social and economic 
development; resources, population 
and the environment, and population 
and the family. 
Five documents worked out by U.N. 
experts which deal with such matters 
as food, energy sources, medicine, 
education, disarmament and edu­ 
cation will 
form the 
basis of 
discussion. 
Much attention will be paid to the 
wide gap between rich and poor 
nations rn supplies of food, fertilizer 
and water. But birth control will be a 
key issue, and sharp divisions are 
expected between such proponents as 
the United States, India and the 
Scandinavian countries and such foes 
as Romania and Brazil. 
Pope Paul VI issued a statement 
Sunday 
reiterating 
the 
Roman 
Catholic Church’s opposition to 
chemical and mechanical methods of 
birth control and warning of “ serious 
consequences if every aspect of the 
problem is not considered.” 
The United States delegation in­ 
cludes Caspar W. Weinberger, the 
secretary of health, education and 
welfare; Russell H. Peterson, head of 
the Federal Council on Environmental 
Quality, and Patricia Huntar of the 
U.N. Commission on the Status of 
Women.

“ The looting seemed to be or­ 
ganized, mainly for food and drinks at 
this time,” said another Swedish 
member of the United Nations 
peacekeeping force. 
A ring of Turkish tanks blocked off 
all the southern approaches to 
Famagusta where thousands of 
refugees wait to go home. 


“ When will you let the Greeks come 
back?” this reporter asked a Turkish 
officer at a roadblock. 
“ Maybe in a month or two," he said. 
In the once glittering town of 
Kyrenia on the north coast, every shop 
was systematically looted after the 
Turkish takeover. Many homes, in­ 
cluding those owned by Britons and 
other foreigners, were stripped. 
Kyrenia on Sunday also was a dead 
to WTI, with only a few military vehicles 
on the streets. Every shop window was 
broken. 
Thousands of Greeks w ho fled to the 
capital of Nicosia when the war began 
want to go back to Kyrenia. But they 
can get no guarantee of safety even if 
the Turks allowed them back. So they 
stay refugees. 
And so it is with other Greek villages 
and towns in the northern third of 
Cyprus, which the Turks wrested from 
the Greeks in a series of bloody 
clashes. 
But in the Turkish villages, there is 
an obvious sense of victory and well 
being. 
“ Now we are very happy. We are 
free,” said Kamil Ozay, a local official 
at Knodhara, one of a string of Turkish 
Cypriot villages stretching east of Ni­ 
cosia that were liberated by the 
Turkish army. 
“ We cheered them as they came to 
our town, and we want them to stay,” 
said Ozay. 
The Turkish army seems ready to 
stay. Troops and supply vehicles are 


camped beneath the olive trees and 
along the rolling slopes all the way 
from Nicosia to Famagusta, a distance 
of 35 miles. 
The snouts of tanks poke out from 
behind mosques and churches.

Housing and Urban Development 
(H U D I officials say more than 190 
Kentucky families have expressed 
interest in buy mg one of the mobile 
homes, and HUD housing field ad­ 
visers will start discussing details of 
purchases this week.

Olga returned from tho market to 
find that a burglar had broken into her 
apartment and decamped with some 
jewelry. Upon reflection, she decided 
that the landlord ought to pay damages 
for the loss. 
“ His caretaker had left the front 
door of the beading open the entire 
day," she pointed out in a court 
hearing. 
Obviously that made things 
easier tor the thief. A landlord has a 
duty to shield his tenants against 
crane." 
But the court said that generally 
speaking, a landlord has no such duty. 
Rejecting Olga's claim, the court said 
crime prevention is primarily the job 
of the government, not of private 
property owners. 
This is the traditional rule of law, 
leaving tenants pretty much “ on their 
own" w ith regard to crime. However, 
a few courts have ruled recently that 
at least rn certain situations, the 
landlord may 
bear some respon­ 
sibility. 
Another case involved an apartment 
building that was located in a high­ 
er line district. The lobby had only dim 
lighting, and the front door lock, 
having once been broken, was left that 
way. 
One night an elderly tenant, entering 
the lobby, was beaten by an unknown 
assailant who had been lurking in the 
darkness. In these circumstances, a 
court said later, the landlord could be 
held liable for “ creating a condition 
conducive to criminal assaults." 
But even a neglectful landlord won’t 
be blamed if his negligence was not the 
“ proximate cause" of the crim e. 
Thus, another landlord was held not 
liable for a robbery, even though he 
had failed to repair a faulty lock on the 
tenant’s door. 
It seems that on the day of the 
robbery, the tenant had left a ground 
floor window open. Since the robber 
may well have gained entry through 
the window instead of the door, the 
court said it was impossible to pin the 
crime on the landlord.

Control Board 
Eyes Funds 
For Xenia 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)—The state 
Controlling Board was to be asked 
today to release $910,000 to assist the 
Xenia School District and to provide 
financial aid to persons suffering 
losses in the tornadoes that wrecked 
Xenia April 3. 


(tov. John Gilligan has declared an 
educational emergency for the school 
district and has asked for $300,000 in 
aid for the schools to make up for tax 
revenue lost due to the tornadoes. 
The figure was reached by applying 
local property tax millage to an 
estimated tax valuation loss to the 
district of more than $11 million. 


The administration also is asking for 
$610,000 for the Disaster Services 
Agency to assist victims of the tor­ 
nadoes. It would be the initial state 
contribution to the Individual and 
Family Grant program, the governor’s 
office said. 


Under the program, the state ad­ 
ministers grants of up to $5,000 to 
individuals 
and 
fam ilies 
which 
sustained monetary losses due to the 
tornado. 
The controlling board also is being 
asked to release $9,000 to Central State 
University to audit physical damage 
caused bv the tornadoes.

The engineer of the freight train told 
officers the car stopped at the crossing 
and then proceeded across the Erie- 
l^ackawanna Railroad tracks into the 
path of the diesel engine. 
Authorities identified the dead as 
Marcile Oeehsle, 40; her son Scott, 14; 
Richard Bowen, ll; Kelly Iuskaup, 12, 
and Jeffrey Sheets, ll. All resided in 
the rural area around Wren. 
Mrs. Oeehsle’s husband, Lowell, 39, 
was taken to Parkview Hospital in 
Fort Wayne, Ind., where he was listed 
in critical condition, and a daughter, 
Tammy, IO, was reported in fair 
condition at Van Wert Hospital.

Kelly Iuskaup, 12, and Jeffrey Sheets, 
ll, all of rural Van Wert County, in a 
car-train collision at a railroad 
Coal Mines 
Shut Down; 
Fear Pinch 


CHARLESTON, W. Va. (A P )- 
Mines producing more than three- 
quarters of the nation’s coal have 
begun a week of idleness that will 
deplete already low fuel stockpiles at 
steel mills and power plants. 
It’s called a memorial period, a 
device in the current United Mine 
Workers contract intended to allow the 
miners mourning periods—without 
pay—for those killed in mine ac­ 
cidents. 
It was last used in 1969 in a four-day 
mourning period at the death of former 
UMW chieftain John L. Lewis. 
But this five-day work stoppage just 
happens to come at a time when the 
coal-using industries would like to be 
building their stockpiles in preparation 
for a possible strike when the UMW 
contract expires Nov. 12. 
Last week, U.S. Steel, the nation’s 
largest producer of steel and a heavy 
coal consumer, reported its stockpiles 
were down to 14 days. Jones & 
Laughlin Steel, sixth ranked, said only 
that ifs stockpiles were “ already too 
low for the operation levels required 
by the strong steel market.” 
The National Coal 
Association’s 
latest figures show that as of June I, 
before the UMW’s annual mass two- 
week vacation period, electric utilities 
had a 92-day supply. The Tennessee 
Valley Authority, which gets two- 
thirds of its coal from UMW mines, 
reported last week that some of its 
generating stations were down to as 
little as 12 days of coal. 
But while the effect on stockpiles will 
give the union an obvious advantage 
during the still-pending contract talks, 
its openly stated purpose is to dra­ 
matize the unsafeness of the mines. 
UMW President Arnold Miller, an­ 
nouncing the union action, said more 
than 100,000 coal miners have died on 
the job during this century. 
He said the shutdown will “ com­ 
memorate the thousands of coal 
miners killed while working in the 
nation’s mines, all the miners whose 
lives have been ravaged by black lung 
disease . . . .”

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In some respects, it appears our 
energy crisis has “hibernated” for the 
summer. Gone are the long lines at the 
.stations and the gasless Sundays. The 
embargo is over and, in general, 
consumers have had the fuel supplies 
needed for personal and business use. 
The high cost for oil and gas, however. 
is not so seasonal; we still have those 
exorbitant prices. 
Those high energy prices have 
greatly exacerbated our problems 
with inflation, as many of you well 
know. They have also been a great 
source 
of 
aggravation 
for 
the 
American consumer who, in paying 
double and triple what he used to for 
petroleum products, has witnessed 
phenomenal oil company profits at the 
same time. I .ast month, for example, 
Standard Oil of Indiana revealed that 
its after-tax earnings for April through 
June of this year were an astounding 
131 percent over those for the same 
period last year. Phillips Petroleum’s 
revenues leapt a wholloping 166 per­ 
cent and Occidental Petroleum ex­ 
perienced an incredible profit jump of 
292 percent. Most of the other major oil 
companies did not get such windfall 
percentages, but I am sure they are 
satisfied with their increases ranging 
from 18 to 99 percent. I can assure you 
I am not! 
Supposedly, the oil companies claim 
that the chief reason for this sharp rise 
is that crude-oil prices on domestic and 
foreign markets were so high. Be that 
as it may, those high prices were also 
the reason a lot of energy dependent 
business 
went 
into the 
red, 
in­ 
dependent dealers vanished, farmers 
throughout the country paid three 
times as much for non-existant 
propane and consumers everywhere 
paid higher and higher prices for food 
and other necessities in an already 
inflated economy. I think it is only fair 
to ask — as I have done since the onset 
of the presumed fuel shortage — just 
what the oil companies were doing to 
help alleviate the burden of our 
financial worries during the energy 
crisis. We have our answer in those 
statistics: they made a lot of money 
and we are still paying for it. 
If anything, they worked against any 
efforts to keep their profits at a 
reasonable level and succeeded 
several times in lobbying against 
measures in Congress which would 
bring them in line. They might not be 
so lucky this year. Just this week. 
Treasury Secretary Simon and Energy 
Chief Sawhill gave the word that the 
Ford Administration supports an 
excess profits tax on oil companies. 
They outlined a plan before the Senate 
Small Business Subcommittee which 
would place an 85 percent tax on 
profits per barrel of oil above a certain 
level. As constructed, this plan would 
not, however, interfere with needed oil 
production. There had better be some 
provisions along that line for the 
American consumers’ protection. I 
can very easily visualize the oil 
companies’ cutting production to avoid 
the tax and the loss of their millions of 
dollars in excess profits. We would be 
back at the inevitable shortage point 
again then, unless we put some muscle 
into our energy-profit related laws. 
I will believe the six to seven cent 
drop in gasoline prices these two of­ 
ficials also predicted when I see it. The 
cut depends on three things: a con­ 
tinued surplus production of oil, no 
more Arab boycotts and no arbitrarily 
raised market prices. None of those 
conditions are particularly guaranteed 
factors. We have all those conditions 
right now and have for some months, 
but the oil companies must be too busy 
counting their money to consider, 
heaven forbid, a price cut. If President 
Ford means what he says about 
fighting inflation 
and I am sure he 
does — the federal government may 
take action where the oil companies 
don’t. Besides the possibility of a 
windfall profit tax, it is quite likely 
that some of the oil company bonanzas 
such as the depletion allowance will be 
cut.

Ducks Threatened By Disease 


WASHINGTON (AP I—Harassed for 
many a long year by dried up breeding 
areas, by hunters and by the march of 
civilization generally, American wild 
ducks now face a ani: OVE. 
That s an acronym for the disease 
called duck virus enteritis or duck 
plague. Present among domestic fowl 
rn Europe for about 50 years, it was 
first reported on farms in this country 
six years ago. Then in the winter of 
1972-1973 it killed 43,000 wild ducks and 


geese at the I .ake Andes National 
Wildlife Refuge in South Dakota. 
Biologists fear that the virus, known 
to be present now in some domestic 
flocks and probably in wild flocks, may 
spread. Stricken birds die within a 
week after being seized first with 
lethargy and then with convulsions. 
The U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service is 
marshaling its laboratories, scientists 
and managers to try and deal with the 
threat.

SOUTH BEND, Ind. (A P) - So far, 
this season has been full of unexpected 
problems for Notre Dame’s national 
champion football team.

completed during the day. 
Democrats and many Republicans 
are skeptical whether the proposed 
Cost of Living Task Force, which 
would not 
have 
any 
enforcement 
power, could lower the nation's in­ 
flation rate. 
However, in the spirit of conciliation 
with the new President, they say they 
are willing to give him the legislation 
he asked for in a speech to Congress 
last Monday. 
Also today, the 
House 
resumes 
debate on a $20 billion, six-year mass 
transit bill which Ford says he wants 
cut sharply. 
Rep. John H. Rousselot, a con­ 
servative California Republican who 
believes budget cuts would do more 
than any task force could to curtail in­ 
flation, recalled that Congress had 
balked at giving former President 
Richard M. Nixon similar authority 
last spring. 
He then added: 
“Why this change now? It is because 
we have a new President and we are 


anxious to support him ... But this does 
not make an idea any better than it 
was when it was rejected four months 


The task force has about 25 staffers 
and the policy would be directed by a 
coalition of the President’s economic 
advisers, including the secretaries of 
treasury, agriculture, commerce and 
labor. 


The House is expected to vnrap up 
action on the m ass transit bill, which 
would provide operating subsidies for 
the first time as well as grants for 
buying equipment. 
Ford supports GOP congressional 
efforts to trim the bill to $11 billion but 
Democrats hope to hold the line at

The Israeli government has jailed 
the Greek Catholic Archbishop of 
Jerusalem on charges of gun running 
for Arab terrorists in occupied Jordan. 
The Israeli police announced that 
they searched Archbishop Hilarion 
Capudji’s Mercedes sedan on Aug. 7 as 
he returned from lebanon and found 
“a large quantity of weapons and 
explosive material hidden in various 
parts of the car.” 
The police said the arms were being 
smuggled from the Al Fatah guerrilla 
organization in lebanon to Palestinian 
terrorists in the West Bank territory 
Israel took from Jordan in the 1967 
war. 
The 
archbishop, 
a 
52-year-old 
Syrian, was taken into custody, but 
this was kept secret while the Israeli 
governm ent 
tried 
through 
in­ 
term ediaries to get Greek Catholic 
headquarters rn 
Beirut to quietly 
transfer him out of the country. 
However, informed sources said the 
Israeli military insisted the matter 
was too serious and an example should 
be made of the prelate. On Sunday he 
was 
brought 
before 
a 
Jerusalem 
m agistrate who ordered him held for 
15 days while the investigation contin­ 


ued. 
The Greek Catholic church is an 
Eastern rite branch of the Roman 
Catholic Church and is under Vatican 
authority although its bishops are not 
papal appointees. Archbishop Ca­ 
pudji’s diocese covers E ast J e ­ 
rusalem, the occupied West Bank and 
the towns of Ramie, Jaffa and Lod, 
with some 5,000 members. 
The archbishop is a militant Arab 
nationalist who has boycotted every 
Israeli official event since the 1967 war 
brought his headquarters in 
East 
Jerusalem under Israeli rule.
